Over Seven Thousand Dollars Hid- 


den Away in a Tin Pepper Box.

Money Found by Two Boyi Who Were

and Hidden Honey Recalled. 


A small fortune was found buried 


JD the lot on Chillicothe street near 
Sixth, belonging to the Frederick 
Llulter estate, late Wednesday after- 
noon. 


The amount of money found was at 


first reported to be in the neighbor- 
uood of $20,000. The family declined 
to make any statement until this 
morning, when they announced that 
in round numbers 87,000 had been 
discovered. 
Of this amount $2,900 


was in gold and the remaining 84,100 
was in greenbacks, the bills being of 
various denominations. 


TLie money was discovered by two 


boys, Harry Held, of Fourteenth and 
Gay streets, and Nicholas Stoker, a 
brother-in-law of one of the Multer 
boys. They vfere hunting rats about 
Hie ruins of the old house on Chilli- 
cothe street, where the meat shop 
was conducted for many years. 
Heid 


was in the rear of the lot about five 
o'clock, poking around when he'came 
across an old tin pepper can. * He 
picked it up and, the lid flew open 
revealing stacKS of shining gold. 
Heid called his companion and their 
enthusiasm over the discovery drew 
a crowd in short'order. 


The money was then taken to the 


Multer home, near by and laid out 
on the table and counted. 
There 


was considerable gold coin and also 
paper money. The latter was crum- 
bling and some of it about ready to 
fall to pieces, and had to be handled 
with great care. The family state 
that there was altogether $7,000 in 
tiic can, 82,900 of which was in gold. 


The box in which the money was 


buried was an ordinary pepper canis- 
ter tin box. On the box was pasted a 
label with a date on it, but this was 
so dim it could not be deciphered. 
The box was buried a few inches 
under ground in the rear end of the 
lot. 


The money was turned over to J. 


P. Purdum, administrator of the 
estate of Frederick Multer. 
He will 


attend to the distribution of same 
an4 will alBO have to settle with the 
county for back taxes on the money.
